President Reagan, in an unusual 
dipiomatic declaration, told the ar- 
riving ambassador from Nicaragua 
yesterday of U.S/ concern about an ’ 
M alarming military^ buildup^ in thath 
country and continuing Nicaráguan 
support for guerrilias in El Salvador.

; Amid growing public débate about 
U.S. actions in Central* America, 
Reagan took the occasion : of a pro- 
tocol calt from the new Nicaraguan 
ambassador, Francisco . , Fiallos 
; Navarro, to make blunfc statements 
of his concern.

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Fiallos, according to the published j 
account of his parfc of the exchange, j 
said Nicaragua stretches out “its | 
friendly hand w to the United States 
with the belief that “two different 
situations require differenfc kinds of 
solutions to their particular prob- 
lerm.” 

Meanwhile, former attornéy gen- 
eral Ramsey Cíark, headof a private 
\fact-finding' mission just back from^ 
Nicaragua, said it is “absolutely ab- 
surd” to suggest that ; Nicaragua 
could be a significant military threat 
to its Central American neighbors. 

Speaking in a serie3 of meefcings • 
with reporters, Clark said the Rea- 
gan administration’s hostility inev- 
’ itablyv wiil drive Nicaraguans into 
the arms of Cuba ánd the Soviet
